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UC Vaccine Policy 


There is a vaccine update currently 
under review at the systemwide 
Academic Senate: [excerpt] 


The Program Attachments include 
the following changes to the existing 
2016 Student Immunization Policy: 


* Students will be required to be Up- 
To-Date on their MMR, MenACWY, 
Tdap, and VZV vaccinations, 
provide proof of immunity for those 
diseases, or obtain a University-approved exception, as a condition of Physical Presence at a 
University Location or in a University Program. 


* Students may request exceptions to any of these vaccination requirements premised on 
medical contraindications, religious objections, or disability. There are no exceptions permitted 
for students’ mandatory completion of a tuberculosis screening questionnaire to evaluate their 
risk of latent tuberculosis. 


«In the event that applicable law or public health orders impose stricter vaccination 
requirements, students would be required to comply with those stricter requirements. 


« Students who are not Up-To-Date with the relevant vaccination requirements (which includes 
those who have been granted exceptions) or who have not satisfied the tuberculosis screening 
requirement may be subject to NonPharmaceutical Interventions (e.g., masks and testing) 
above and beyond those who have demonstrated compliance and may be excluded from the 
Location or site of an outbreak. 


+ Additionally, students who are not compliant with the vaccination programs and/or screening 
program must participate in any Vaccine Education required by their Location Vaccine Authority 
(LVA). Additional Vaccine Education may be required by the LVA in the event of an outbreak or 
consistent with applicable federal, state, or local laws, regulations, or accreditation standards...

VA Leases 


Some readers will recall the controversy over leases of portions of the VA's Westwood property 
to UCLA for athletics and to others. The LA Times carried a lengthy article about new litigation 
concerning lack of housing for homeless vets. Buried in the article were references to those 
leases which suggest they might be voided or renegotiated: 


...In a brief filed last month, attorneys for the veterans asked [the court] to issue an order 
requiring the VA to provide nearly 4,000 units of permanent supportive housing on the 
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campus... The brief is less specific 
about the leases to UCLA and the 
neighboring Brentwood School for 
athletic facilities and the oil and 
parking operations. It asks [the 
court] to find the leases invalid but 
does not say whether they should 
be nullified or renegotiated to better 
serve veterans... 


Neither UCLA nor the Brentwood 
School [which also has a lease] has 
had lawyers present or sought to 
intervene. Spokespeople for UCLA 
and the Brentwood School declined 
to comment.

Berkeley's latest dorm is getting 
somewhat mixed reviews in the Bay 
Area news media. It is massive, but 
unlike Santa Barbara's much- 


denounced and never-built 
"Dormzilla," it's got lots of windows. 


From SFGATE: A lavish $268 million 
UC Berkeley residence hall is set to 
open this month, making it the first 
university-owned housing complex 
in Downtown Berkeley. Anchor 
House, located across from the 
university at 1950 Oxford St., is set 
to open on Aug. 21 and is specifically designed for transfer students. The 14-story, 360,000- 
square-foot building can accommodate 772 residents. The units include studios and shared 
apartments with two to four single bedrooms, all with kitchens and washers and dryers. 


The amenities include a fitness center, an art studio, a game room, a rooftop vegetable garden, 
balconies and retail stores on the ground floor. There’s a lounge just for students who commute 
via public transit and a community kitchen. But the rent comes at a hefty price, ranging from 
$21,695 per academic year for a studio apartment to $19,995 for a bedroom in a shared 
apartment. The rooms are only available for students...

AEA Guidance on the 2024-25 Economics Job Market Most academic specialties have 
Cycle professional associations. Typically, 


those associations provide a forum 
for conferences at which 
presentations are made on various 
research topics in the field. 


It is also common for these meetings 
to host a job market at which 
candidates for positions are 
interviewed. 


The American Economic Association 
(AEA) long followed this standard 
practice, particularly because its 
annual meeting has been held just 
after the New Year holiday, a period when academic institutions are typically looking for job 
candidates. 


However, in recent years the AEA has developed a set of elaborate guidelines for candidates 
and employers. In part because of the pandemic experience, it now suggests initial interviews 
be done online with flyouts thereafter. And it asks that interviews NOT occur at the annual 
meeting. Basically, the suggested guidelines are an attempt to provide transparency for both 
sides of the labor market. 


The economics profession may differ from other social sciences in that there is an extensive 
labor market outside academia in business, government, consulting, and nonprofit 
organizations. In that regard, it is similar to some STEM fields. However, other fields and their 
professional associations might consider variants of the economics example.
